Paterson, N. Oct. 31.—This evening it 
was announced that*Vice President Hobart 
had passed.a comfortable day; that he had 
taken an interest in affairs, had been cheer- 
ful, and had enjoyed a natural sleep. The 
Vice President himself. said that it was one 
of the best days he had passed in a week. | 

While this ‘{mprovement carries some 
hope, it does not mean that the condition of 
the Vice President is other than . critical. 
In a statement authorized by the family an‘ 
his physicians it is said that a fatal result 
may ensue at any moment, or that the 
illness of the Vice President may be pro- 
longed indefinitely. 

In addition it is stated that the condition of 
Mr. Hobart is such that he will nét return to

Statement by Family. 

The statement authorized by the Hobart 
family and by the physicians who have at- 
tended the Vice President follows: 

* There are several reasons why the exact 
nature of the Vice President's malady has 
been withheld from the public. In the first 
Place, the family has desired to reserve 
to itself the privilege of retaining such facts 

as were of a private nature, at the same 
-time recognizing the right of. the public to 
accurate information in the case of an in- 
‘valid holding high public office. 


fom Moreover, there were reasons connected 


with the Vice President's relations with the 
government. which prompted a similar 
policy. This was done, however, not for the 
purpose of apcrecy but to embarrass- 
ment. 

“In addition, the effect of publicity upon 
the Vice President's health had to be con- 
sidered. He was a diligent reader of. news- 
papers, and it was observed that the alarm- 
ing reports which crept into the papers and 
there met the Vice President’s eye had a 
most unfavorable effect. For these reasons ° 
it was deemed. advisable to keep certain 
facts from the public. . 

“ Recently the family and physicians have 
decided to place the facts more clearly be- 
fore those interested, and the following 
statement is therefore issued in accordance 
with this plan: 


Origin of Malady. 
The of the Vice President may be 
to date ftom the fall of 1898, prior to his 


time hie physicians observed symptome of 
embarrasged respiration, with frequent at- 
tacks of angina pectoris. This condition re- 
eponded readily to treatment, and when the 
Vice President went to Washington in the 
latter. part of November he was in good 
health. He stood remarkably well the strain 
and excitement incidental to the opening of 
Congress, and he was favorable 
progress until in January ne became a Victim 
of the grip.. 

Following this there was a 
hanes trouble, accompanied with signs of 
degeneration. His ailment was diagnosed 
as dilated right heart, due to myocarditis. 
The recuvery from this attack was less rapid, 
and on the last day of the seseion of the 
Senate the strain and excitement of deliver- 
ing the closing speech was so great that he 
was on the verge of a collanse. 

“A few weeks after, toward the middle of . 
March, the Vice President and his family, 
together with the Presidential party, went to 
Thomasville, Ga., to visit Senator Hanna. 
The fatigue of the trip affected Mr. Hobart 
unfavorably, and his condition was further 
impaired. by the intense heat and humidity 
then prevailing.

In attempting to hold too many points be- 
fore adequate reinforcements could arrive 
the British staff has exposed itself to the 
risk of serious defeats.

itzburg, and have made its base secure 
with an entire line of communications, or 
else have occupied Laing’s Nek, the only 
frontier point where the Boers might easily 
enough have been repelled. When asked 
whether such action would not have pro- 
voked war this distinguished authority an- 
swered: “I have no patience with the man- 
ner in which England permigs herself to 
lose advantages out of deference to insin- 
cere foreign criticism. 

Should Have Taken Laing’s Nek. 

“ Laing’s Nek was British soll, and what 
was to prevent the occupation of its own 
territory. Instead. of taking possession of 
that natural stronghold she chose a weaker 
line of defense for the sake of appearances. 
With this reverse’ as a result, she has not 
reconciled a single foreign enemy by this 
policy, for the French and Russians still 
insist: that Chamberlain provoked the war, 
although it is notorious that the Boers were 
getting ready for hostilities hourly. In a 
similar position Germany would have put 

her foot do five years ago, and if she 
had not ood ee the country would have 
rendereg the importation of arms impossible. 

“ The skill and courage of General White 
and the British officérs are perfect. It is 
the whdle scheme of defense which is_at 
fault. Especially worthy of censure are the 
defective preparations of the inteHigence 
department. Kitchener would never have 
stood it.””

Today’s papers all refer to the disaster 
before Ladysmith, but are umable to dis- 
close any inf tion as to the mysterious 
loss of the ill-fated British troops occupy- 
ing White's left flank. The War office is 
without further intelligence and there is 
reason to believe that the wire between Cape 


Town and Ladysmith ha® been cut by the 


Boers, as no telegrams have been received 
in London from Natal since yesterday morn- 


ing. 

The British position is admitted on all 
sides to be critical. If White retires down 
the railway line to Tugela River or even 
to the southward he may have to abandon 
not only some wounded but many etores 
which have been accumulated at Ladysmith, 
and as British prestige is already shaken 
in the eyes of all south Africa it will be 
further diminished if he stays at Ladysmith 
in a fortified camp. The railroad will cer- 
tainly be cut behind him if it is not already 
destroyed and_he will then be isolated. 

The situation evidently considered 
serious by the, British government, as 4 
Cabinet council has been hastily sum- 
moned for today. News of the disaster is 
received with delight in Paris and St. Peters- 
burg, but in Berlin and Vienna it has, on the 
whole, caused a feeling of regret and sym-
